ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The proposed amendments filed on February 26, 2007 have been fully considered but 
will not be entered because they raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search. 

Response to Arguments 

In page 3, last paragraph bridging to page 5, last paragraph of applicant's remarks, 
applicant argues that the proposed amendments on claim 32 has overcome the rejections under 
35 U.S. C 1 12, first paragraph and 35 U.S.C 102. 

This argument has been fully considered but it is not persuasive toward the withdrawal of 
the rejections because applicant's arguments with respect to claim 32 are moot since appUcant 
has amended claim 32. For example, claim 32 has been amended by changing "[A] 
pharmaceutical composition which dissociates a protein complex comprising an insulin-like 
growth factor (IGF) and an insulin-like growth factor binding protein (IGFBP), wherein the 
composition is a small molecule" to "[A] pharmaceutical composition comprising a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier and a nonpeptide small molecule which dissociates a protein 
complex comprising an insulin-like growth factor (IGF) and an insulin-like growth factor 
binding protein (IGFBP), wherein the composition is formulated to be compatible with an 
intended route of administration to a subject". These new amendments in claim 32 raise new 
issues that would require further consideration and/or search.
